Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 21 
November 2005 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1-7, 13-17 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Boudreaux, Jr. (US Patent 6,668,060) in view of Anderson et al. (US Patent 6,728,370). 

Claims 1-7, 13-16 and 23 are rejected for the same reasons previously 

presented in the Final Office Action filed 14 September 2005. It is further noted that of 

the above noted claims, applicant has materially amended only claim 1— and 

subsequently its dependents — in the instant reply. Specifically, claim 1 recites "an AC 

current source... optimized to implement high fidelity speech transmit and receiving 

functions". Claim 1 further expounds on this by reciting "the AC current source 
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optimized for efficiency". Anderson teaches an AC source that provides impedance 
matching. See Abstract. As noted in the Background of the Invention section, 
impedance matching is important to minimize signal reflection and maximize signal 
power. See column 1 , lines 21-26. Providing impedance matching is, therefore, a 
method of optimizing for transmit and receive efficiency. Therefore, Boudreaux in view 
of Anderson makes obvious all limitations of the claims. 

Claim 17 is limited to "the subscriber loop interface circuit according to claim 13," 
as covered by Boudreaux in view of Anderson. As seen in figures 1 and 2 of 
Boudreaux, all control signals that have been shown to correspond to a "dynamically 
time varied input signal" are generated by a pulse width modulated controller 10 
(detailed in figure 3). Therefore, Boudreaux in view of Anderson makes obvious all 
limitations of the claim. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 21 November 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(b) because they amount 
to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references.
